The school board held an impor­ 
tant meeting yesterday afternoon, at 
which Architect 
Uleun Allen of 
Waco and Architect O. H. Page of 
Austin were present and subm itted 
plans for the new school hnilding on 
Hie west side of town. 
A fte rc a re­ 
ful consideration the plans of Mr. 
Page, architect of tile First Baptist 
church of this city, were adopted, 
and Mr. Page will furnish the board 
with a colored drawing of the build­ 
ing in a few days. 
The building will be two stories 
high, Spanish style of architecture, 
aud built of pressed brick. 
It will 
face north, with north and south 
entrances; general dimensions will 
be thirty feet wide by fifty-six or 
fifty-seven feet long. 
It will have 
four rooms, two 
below and 
two 
above, and will be constructed so 
that additions may be made to it 
whenever desired, preserving the 
beauty of the architectural design, 
and at the same time doubling the 
accommodations. The main rooms 
will be 20x30 feet with 16-foot hails 
through the building and a stair ! 
five feet wide leading from the lower 
to tile upper hall, with a landing 
and turn midway. 
A furnace room 
in the basement, 8x16, will afford 
facilities for heating the building 
throughout with hot air. The build­ 
ing will be perfectly ventilated and 
surmounted by a handsome 
roof 
with a three and one-half foot pro­ 
jecting cornice. 
Another conven­ 
ience provided will be nice cloak 
rooms for the children’s wraps. 
No 
detail will be overlooked in m aking 
the building durable, 
comfortable 
and up-to-date. 
The school board expect to h a \e 
the plans and specification ready to 
advertise for bids by Monday, and 
will push the work with all possible 
diligence.
